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Dear Mr Fensterwald: 



With apologies for the delay (as I am only now 
able to give to these points the complete review and attention they 
merit), I must acknowledge your welcomed letters of July 15th and 16th 
and September 10th. I especially want to express my sincere thanks and 
gratitude for the $40 check which made possible my visit to Los Angeles 

in August, resulting in — as you shall see allmost complete coverage 

of investigative tasks then pending for me, as well as discovery of one 
or two ^omising new lines of inquiry. I was, however, sorry to'-hear 
you had^eave early for Tennessee and were unable to travel north for 
a conference here (maybe another time when I would like to talk over 
with you some publicly unexploited aspects of the JFK case).

Naturally this exposure lessens the 
possibility of the related story out of France being genuine; but it 
ir conceivable the writer for the American magazine did not himself 
manufacture the tale of the German case, and therefore the other could 
be possibly authentic yet. Moreover, it was the alleged Frc nch case 
that alone contained the alleged published statements concerning druos 
and hypnosis in the Oswa ld case and prediction of c similar M.O. to 
be directed in the future against another Kennedy. Question: Are you 
still trying to run down the ”Kali murder case” and (alleged) related 
publications in France? 

Incidentally, one of your envelopes arrived here with some 
blue st a mpings on the back. My^.brother tells me (he works at the Post 
Office) that, so far as he knows, they don’t put any such marks on 
mail. If your office doesn’t, maybe this is a clue that some unknow n 
authority is_ monitoring your mail, outgoing as well as incoming. 

The marked portion is returned herewith for your examination. 

Your letter of July 16th asked about ’’The Process.” At that 
time I knew no more about it than I had read in some L.A. TIMES articles 
in connection with the Manson case. Since then, of course, there has 
been what I consider a whitewash article on The 'Process published in 
TIME Magazine (contrast it with their steadfastly denigrating review 
of Theosophy in July 1968, wherein they inserted at least one certainly 
libelous accusation against Mme Biavatsky, not seen before). This brings 
to mind the fact that the day I left for Los Angeles LOOK Magazine arrived 
with a million-dollars worth of free publicity for that idiot exhibition- 
ist, ’’Satanist” Anton LeVey (which could do nothing but help to discredit 
Occultists and Parapsychologists in general). The Press is certainly ire- 
sponsible when they get hold of a sensation they themselves can work upon. 

Since July, hovvever, a lot of significant information about 
The Process has dropped into my lap. While in Los Angeles I contacted

Process magazine, an expensive format, was shortly to feature an

of the Final Judgement” who "repudiates” the "charges" published by 
Sanders.

At the same 
time, note (in the longest of the enclosed articles) how they have openly 
and brazenly proclaimed the "will of the Gods" and their dedicated pro- 
gram to destroy democracy and repla ce it wit h an^r ch^ And_ dic 
At the same time, in other Process literature, my friend in Canada h-i'-. 
sent just lately, they declare the troubles of mankind originate from 
man's failure to accept the "so-called evil" within man, i.e., to P<<ra- 
phrase both Manly P. Hall and Charles Manson, man must rightly be active 
both as God and Satan, both the dest royer and creator. In view of this,

LOS ANGELES (UPl) Sen. Robert F. Kennedy was shot and wounded 

early today shortly after he claimed victory in the California primary 
election, police reported. 

Police said the susoect had been taken into custody. 

The shooting took place butside the embassy r oom cf the Ambas- 
sador hotel.... lellipses denote omission of unimportant paragraphs].... 

Don Shulman, an employee of television station knxt, said 
Kennedy was walking to the kitchen when he was shot three times by a 
gunman who stepped out of a crowd. 

Shulman, who witnessed the shooting, said the gunman was 
shot by Kennedy's bodyguards. He was later taken into custody. A 
Kennedy aide said the senator was shot in the chest. 

Gabor Kadar, who said he was waiting at the rear exit to 
the room to shake hands with the senator, heard four of Jsic] five 
shots and saw Kennedy and a woman fall to the floor. 

"Senator Kennedy was holding the right side of his chest and 
there was blood on his head," Kadar said. 

Kadar said he saw Kennedy's wife, Ethel, kneeling beside the 
senator as he lay on the floor of the hotel kitchen. 

Kadar described the suspect as being-about 25 years old and 
weighing about 135 pounds.

They reported there was no listing of any Xavier Von Koss^ unti l 
the 1968 directory that appe ar ed i n^N ovemb er of tha t year (and -then in 
yellow pages only). THEREFORE, James Earl Ray in Jan. 1968 did NOT 
learn of von Koss in the phone book (if you could find him saying he 
picked the address out of the phone book, you'd have something r eallv^ .^/^»^ 
sig nifican t) .
